IN 


CHICAGO YEARS AGO. 


Chicago, June 1.— A special to the 
News from Victoria, 13. 0., says: 
If the voluntary declaration of a dy­ 
ing man is to be believed, Finis has 
been 
written t«« 
the historic 
Snell 
tragedy «>f fifteen years ago and Tas- 
cott, the long sought murderer, gelf- 
identiited, has paid th«* penalty of his 
crime with penitence and now fills an 
unmarked grave in the heart of the 
Alaskan wild«-:ness, whither he ha! 
fled for th« effaeeiuent ol his individ­ 
uality. 
Philip Robertson, a strictly reliable 
man, prospector and miner, received 
the dying m an’s conf* ssion, 
Robertson 
says that while 
going 
from Dawson to Fairbanks he* found a 
lonely cabin on the Dahl river in which 
a white haired man lay dying alone, 
ltobertson says the man, 
before he 
died, sat up in bed and .«aid: 
“See here, boys, 
rny nanm is Tas- 
cott. 
I'm 
Tascott. 
Do you 
under­ 
stand? 
I’m Tascott that they've be«*n 
hunting like a wolf for years. 
I «an­ 
no? run any more. 
I'm getting pahl 
tor what 1 «lid, 
I know I’m dying and 
I know where I’ll go. 
Tell the boys 
when th«?y come back that I am Tas­ 
cott an*t you can tell the world too, 
for the world has hunted me for a long 
time.” 
About 3 o’idock that 
morning th«- 
man died. 
That day his comrades re 
turned and Robertson told them what 
had happened. 
They did no* say who 
they were; did not thank Robertson, 
and after 
one had told him 
to keep 
quiet about what he had heard th* . aii 
deserted the plan*. 
Amos J. Snell, 
wealthy 
holder of 
much property on th<> \V«*st Sick* of 
Chicago, was murdered at his home in 
Washington boulevard on th«> night of 
F**b. 8, 18R8, and robbery wa^ <!« d at <*! 
to be the motive, although by manv it 
th« n was and is still believed that «h*> 
burglary 
was 
concocted. 
However, 
after many arrests, »he police hit up­ 
on the Willie Tascott clew, 
Taacoi? 
had been an «Mevatfir boy at ?h** Pal­ 
mer House.

Rewards aggregating $20,000 were 
offered,
